for homosexuals 


SAN DIEGO — Bishop Leo T. Maher of 
the Catholic Diocese of San Diego sent a 
Statement Oct. 6 to Mayor Maureen O’- 
Connor and the members of the San Diego 
City Council opposing a proposed gay rights 
ordinance yet asserting the church’s support 
for safeguarding the civil rights of 
homosexuals. 

In a cover letter with the document, 
Bishop Maher said, “It is my hope that this 
statement will be used for your guidance and 
decision made in reference to this proposed 
legislation.” 

The text of the statement follows: 

It is quite possible that in the near future, 
the San Diego City Council will be asked to 
pass an ordinance which would eliminate 
discrimination on the basis of sexual orien- 
tation. 

Recently, I have been asked to make a 
statement of the Catholic Church’s position 
on this issue. Such a statement might prove 
helpful to the members of the City Council, 
by providing clarification of the Catholic 
Church’s position on homosexuality. It 
might also be helpful to concerned members 
of the Catholic community, who feel that the 
lack of an official statement on this question 
implies some change in the church’s teach- 
ing concerning the morality of homosexual 
activity. 

Conscious of my role as a moral leader in 
the community, I am concemed by the effect 
which the proposed ordinance will have on 
all San Diego residents, and by its grave 
implications for the common good of our 
society. 


Church Teaching on Homosexuality 


The essence of the church’s teaching on 
homosexuality is two-fold: 

1. Homosexual acts are intrinsically disor- 
dered and can in no case be approved, be- 
cause they are acts which lack essen-

SAN DIEGO — Father Joseph di Cristina, 
founder and first pastor of St. Jude’s Shrine 
of the West, San Diego, died of cancer Oct. 
8. He was 89.

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‘Restrictions’ in 
courtroom are 
‘shocking’ 


This past Thursday (Sept. 28) I came across an article 
about an old friend, John A. Houle, SJ, who was a missionary 
in China when the communists took control of that country. 
Although his only crime was ministering to his parish, he 
was given a mock trial in which he was not allowed to defend 
himself and sentenced to four years in prison. If memory 
serves me right, Father Houle, a man well over 6 feet tall, 
came out of prison weighing less than 100 pounds. 

The next day I read a letter to the San Diego Union from 
Donna Niehouse telling about her daughter, Dena, being sent 
to prison for the terrible crime of blocking the entrance to an 
abortion clinic to prevent unbom children from being 
slaughtered in a most violent manner. 

I was shocked to learn that Dena and the other abortion 
protesters who were sentenced to prison in San Diego were 
greatly restricted in their ability to defend themselves. 

They were not allowed to even explain why they were 
blocking the entrances of buildings where the most cruel 
torture of unborn babies takes place on a routine basis. They 
were even given a list of words, including God, which could 


not be used under threat of being held in contempt of court. 
I was more than just shocked to learn that the same restric- 
tions were enforced in courtrooms in San Diego, Vista, and 
El Cajon. 

This is evidence of a conspiracy against those who believe 
that God is the author of life and that mankind does not have 
the right to terminate that life without just cause. If the 
American Civil Liberties Union were not the hypocritical 
organization that it is, it would be in the forefront of those 
who are trying to protect the rights of the accused to properly 
defend themselves. 

An investigation into this travesty of justice must be made 
without delay if we are to preserve our precious Christian 
heritage. Take time to let our officials from San Diego to 
Sacramento to Washington D.C. know what is happening 
and how you feel about it. Also remember that election time 
is the time to put those people in office who cherish the 
values of God, family and country. 

It’s later than you think. We are not under the control of 
Godless communism like Father Houle was, but we’re a lot 
closer than any thinking person would want to be.

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The Catholic and Jewish communities of San Diego realize 
the value of our strong relationship. One of the factors in this 
strength is the willingness to share perspectives on issues on 
which we may not agree. In this spirit, the Ecumenical and 
Interreligious Commission of the Catholic Diocese of San 
Diego and the Jewish Community Relations Council of the 
United Jewish Federation coordinated the writing of these 
letters. 

To our Catholic friends: 

We are Holocaust survivors, writing to express our concern 
and pain. 

We welcome the statements of those officials in the Roman 
Catholic hierarchy who recently called for the removal of the 
Camnelite convent from the perimeter of the death camp, 
Auschwitz, upholding the viability of a 1987 agreement. We 
hope this decision was reached through education, not giving 
in; through friends resolving differences, not one side “win- 
ning” or “losing.” 

We also welcome statements from some of our local 
friends who have publicly recognized the symbol of 
Auschwitz as a place of unique pain for the Jewish people in 
their call for the removal of that convent. 

Our relief is mixed with pain and anger at the words of 
Polish Primate Cardinal Jozef Glemp, whose anti-Semitic 
words brought back memories of our childhood in Poland. 

We remember our Rabbi begging the principal of our 
school to allow Jewish students to leave five minutes before 
class ended in order to keep them from being beaten by other 
students. We remember some communities where there were 
special public schools for Jewish children because they had 
been attacked elsewhere. 


Catholic letter 


Dear Jewish friends: 

I am writing this letter to you on behalf of the Catholic 
community of San Diego in an attempt to help all of us 
understand a little better the unfortunate turn of events 
regarding the Carmelite Convent at Auschwitz, Poland. 

The best way for friends to solve problems is to air them 
responsibly, with mutual respect, and then try to resolve the 
differences as amicably as possible. I hope this letter will aid 
in that process. 

Over the past few months we have witnessed a most 
unfortunate turn of events in Catholic/Jewish relations over 
the establishment of a Carmelite monastery at the site of the 
infamous Auschwitz death camp in Poland. This camp, which 
I have visited and at which I have silently prayed, stands as 
a stark reminder of the horror of the Holocaust perpetrated 
on humanity by the Nazis. 

Without a doubt, Auschwitz and the other camps like it 
have a unique place in the ethos of the Jewish people, because 
it was the Jews who were systematically singled out by the 
Nazis for extermination. However, friends, please do not take 
away this legacy from us non-Jews. There were also millions 
of non-Jews murdered by the Nazis. Consequently, all of 
humanity must necessarily reel at this indescribable attempt 
at the suicide of the human race. 

Please do not feel that you stand alone in your pain. We 
non-Jews feel the pain of your loss at Auschwitz. However, 
we would ask you to be sensitive and feel ours as well. All of 
humanity suffered a tragic loss during the Holocaust; all of 
humanity must mourn that loss and vow never to allow it to 
happen again! 

It is tragic that the recent unpleasantries were caused by 
the establishment of a Carmelite House of Prayer. We feel 
that there are certain facts about the role of the Carmelite 
Order which need to be explained. First, cloistered, monastic 
prayer, which constitutes self imposed separation from ordi- 
nary contact with the secular world, is one of the most ancient 
forms of prayer life in the Catholic Church. 

The Carmelite Order devotes its life to praying for the 
needs of the world regardless of source or origin. The Car- 
melite nuns do not pray specifically for the conversion of 
Jews, as has been reported. They pray for peace, reconcilia- 
tion and atonement for sin. Catholic spirituality is deeply 
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Cardinal Glemp’s words on this sensitive subject bring 
back these horrors and trample on the memories of the family 
we lost during the nightmare. 

We know that Cardinal Glemp does not speak for all 
Catholics. We hope he does not speak for you, just as the Jews 
who scaled the convent walls do not act for us. 

Although Jews were special targets of the Nazi holocaust, 
Auschwitz must be preserved as a shrine for all its victims 
— Jewish, Catholic and others. While it should not be a home 
for a convent, neither should it be a home for a synagogue, 
mosque, church or any other religious institution. Thus, no 
individual will feel inhibited bearing witness and praying as 
he or she sees fit. 

We are proud of the good relation the San Diego Jewish 
community shares with the Catholic diocese. In the past year 
we have spoken on the Holocaust to over 25 Catholic groups, 
warmly welcomed every time. This is why I feel we are not 
only friends but good friends, and we can feel comfortable 
saying what is on our mind. That is why we are writing this 
letter. We look forward to continued close cooperation and 
friendship.

rooted in this. Furthermore, cloistered monasteries, whether 
of men or of women, are some of the holiest sanctuaries of 
Catholic spirituality. 

Words cannot adequately describe the shock felt by the 
Catholic community at the violation of that space by the 
small group of New York Jewish protesters who scaled the 
fence for their demonstration on the monastery grounds a 
few weeks ago. That, more than anything, caused much of 
the outcry among the Catholic Church in Poland about this 
issue. That was a violation that shocked the sensitivities of 
Catholics the world over. 

Furthermore, we Americans tend to become rather 
myopic in our points of view. While we in our great 
democracy are free to do what we want, when we want, 
especially regarding our religious practice, the same is not 
true in Poland. 

In order for any religious group to receive permission to 
build a structure or establish a congregation, government 
permission must be given. That can take years. After per- 
mission is granted, a permit is needed to acquire land to 
build. That can take years. After land is acquired, permission 
must be obtained to build a structure or rehabilitate an 
already existing one (as in the case of Auschwitz 
monastery). That can take years. It is not an easy matter 
simply to pick up and move a Carmelite monastery in Poland 
because the location of that monastery has become con- 
troversial. 

The Communist authorities in Poland must be having the 
time of their lives over this incident, as they watch two 
worldwide religious bodies fight over the location of a house 
of prayer. It gives them all the ammunition they need to 
discredit religion in Poland. 

Prayer is the keystone of Catholic lif. To establish a House 
of Prayer at one of the sites of Satan’s greatest triumphs in 
history is to cast Satan from our midst and dispel the dark- 
ness of evil which, for so long, enveloped God’s people.

aborigines in Taiwan

SAN DIEGO — As a missionary priest 
from San Diego now living among 
aborigines in a mountain village in Taiwan, 
Father Barry Martinson, SJ, finds his 
toughest challenge to be “fixing things when 
they break.” 

Maintenance was not a subject the former 
San Diegan studied in his Jesuit studies nor 
at St. Augustine High School and St. Vincent 
de Paul School, both in San Diego. 

He has, however, studied Mandarin 
Chinese (the language of Taiwan) and 
speaks it fluently. 

Father Martinson has lived among the 
Tayal people since 1976. The Tayal people 
are recent converts, which is one reason he 
asked to be sent to Taiwan. 

Up to about 70 years ago, the aboriginal 
tribe were headhunters who worshipped 
spirits. Father Martinson said they had some 
idea of a god but did not know who he was. 
It was only as recent as 35 years ago that the 
Catholic Church came into their lives. 

Because the Tayal people were looking for 
something like Christianity, they were very 
receptive to conversion, he explained. How- 
ever, because the church is so young, it 
would not be able to exist without the 
presence of missionaries, he said. 

Father Martinson spoke with Southern 
Cross regarding his missionary experience 
in conjunction with World Mission Sunday, 
Oct. 22, when Catholics in the San Diego 
diocese and throughout the universal church 


will have the opportunity to support the mis- 
sion work of the church. 

“Even though the church is just beginning 
(among the Tayal people of Taiwan), there 
is a general feeling of tradition,” said Father 
Martinson. About five years ago, he intro- 
duced the rosary to the village people; many 
of them wear it around their necks. 

“There is a great devotion to Our Lady. 
They’ve formed a Legion of Mary and they 
pray for the sick and needy,” the missionary 
said. 

In addition to his teaching ministry, he 
also helps the people deal with such 
problems as alcohol abuse. Tribal people are 
a minority in Taiwan, he explained, and are 
often looked down upon by the people of the 
larger culture. This causes many aborigines 
to lose self-esteem and turn -to alcohol, he 
said. 

During his recent visit to San Diego, 
Father Martinson, told Southem Cross Sept. 
28 that one of the reasons he works with the 
aborigines is because he “wants to help them 
love themselves, their culture and to realize 
that God loves them as they are. 

As the Tayal become a more advanced 
civilization many of their cultural traditions 
have been slowly forgotten. Father Martin- 
son said he is also trying to restore their 
heritage. "They have many talents, especial- 
ly in the arts," he said. 

Father Martinson has. taken the tribe’s 
natural talent and used it to create aboriginal 
songs that can be use in liturgies. The vest- 
ments he wears during the liturgical celebra-

tions also reflect the culture of the village 
people. 

Father Martinson shares his love of the arts 
with the people of the village. During his 
spare time, he paints murals, does mosaics 
and wood panels all with the aborigine 
theme. He said he hopes to generate an inter- 
est in the Tayal culture among its people.

The priest also said he really enjoys being 
a missionary and “becoming part of another 
culture.”

SAN DIEGO — For Sister Susan De- 
Guide, RSM, who is from San Diego, the 
toughest part of being a missionary in Peru 
is the tension that surrounds the town she 
works in — tension caused by the threat of 
terrorism. 


Sister DeGuide, a former San Diego 
diocesan schoolteacher, has spent the last 
two years in the “shanty town” of Tupac 
Amura on the outskirts of Lima, Peru. The 
area is in constant threat by a group of 
Peruvian-grown terrorists known as “The 
Shining Path” who follow the Maoist 
philosophy that everything must be 
destroyed in order to begin again, she ex- 
plained. 


This group is literally trying to starve 
Lima, she said, adding that over 10,000 
people have already died. 

Sister DeGuide, who was in San Diego for 
a bnef visit in September, told Southern 
Cross she sometimes lives without 
electricity in the Peruvian town and lacks 


material items, but has leanred to live a 
simple life. 

She said when her mission is complete (in 
two more years) she would like to keep up 
the simple life, not worrying about things 
that are not important. 

In working as a missionary, Sister De- 
Guide has discovered that people “really are 
the same, whether they’re rich or poor, they 
have the same dreams and aspirations.” 

Sister DeGuide works with four other 
Sisters of Mercy and two Colombian priests. 
The parish population is 60,000. 

Each person, she explained, is assigned a 
geographical area. She organizes funerals, 


’ visits the sick, forms youth groups and as- 


sists them in community projects. Her main 
focus of work is the formation of the faith 
communities “so the church can continue” 
after the missionaries leave. 

Faith communities are small groups that 
reflect upon Sunday readings and do 
charitable work, she said. 

Since she arrived in Tupac Amura, the 
number of faith communities has grown 
from three to 19. “Their faith is deep even 
though some of it is mixed with old supersti- 
tions.”

Members of the faith communities par- 
ticipate in retreat days which helps 
strengthen their faith, she added. 

The villagers are beginning to realize that 
the church belongs to them and are taking 
pride in their communities, she noted. 

Sister DeGuide also serves as an advisor 
for women’s groups known as “common 
pots.” These groups of women come 
together as one community to buy, clean and 
cook food. The women meet once a week to 
choose amenu. This enables them to become 
skilled in decision-making and they learn to 
handle money, she said. 

It’s very rewarding to see women assume 
leadership. Common pots build confidence 
— the women are starting to speak up and 
are proud of who they are,” she said. 

During her three month leave, Sister De- 
Guide spoke at several parishes in San Diego 
and in the Diocese of San Bernardino, where 
she was a former principal of a parish school. 
She received a small but substantial amount 
of donations even though she did not ask for 
money, she related. 

However, she said, missionaries can al- 
ways use donations for food and medical 
supplies.

tial and indispensable finality. 

2. It is deplorable that homosexual per- 
sons have been and are the object of violent 
malice in speech or in action; the intrinsic 
dignity of each person must always be 
respected in word, in action, and in law. 

Church teaching and contemporary 
scholats make an important distinction be- 
tween homosexual orientation (a 
predominant, persistent and exclusive 
psychosexual attraction toward persons of 
the same sex) and homosexual activity (in- 
dividual acts involving genital relations be- 
tween persons of the same sex). 

While homosexual activity is objectively 
wrong because it is intrinsically disordered, 
homosexual orientation, as a condition or 
tendency, is not in itself a sin. 

The determination as to whether or not 
homosexual activity is subjectively wrong 
(i.e. whether or not the persons performing 
the activity are guilty of grave sin) depends, 
as in all human acts, on the presence of those 
elements of knowledge and freedom con- 
stituting the human act. So the culpability 
of homosexual acts performed by persons 
with a homosexual orientation must be 
judged with prudence. 

The language of the proposed “Human 
Dignity Ordinance” uses the expression 
“homosexual orientation” not merely for 
psychosexual attraction, but also to include 
homosexual acts. A clearer distinction be- 
tween homosexual orientation and 
homosexual activity must be maintained in 
the discussion of the civil rights of 
homosexual persons and their employers. 
This is because the matter is not a purely 
religious one, but one which has civil effects 
for church institutions. 

Discrimination 

The proposed “Human Dignity Or- 
dinance” asserts: “Discrimination based on 
sexual orientation exists in the City of San 
Diego.” Here some comments on the 
phenomenon known as discrimination 
might be helpful. 

The distinction must be maintained be- 
tween unjust discrimination (the arbitrary 
limitation of human or civil rights) and the 
necessary limitation placed on the exercise 
of civil rights, in the case where the exercise 
of one person’s rights unjustly deprives 
another or others of their rights. All people 
of good will must oppose unjust discrimina- 
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tion. However, each of us has experienced 
necessary restrictions on our own rights 
whenever a prudent judgment has been 
made that the rights of others and the com- 
mon good are at stake. 

The Catholic Church stands firmly op- 
posed to all forms of unjust discrimination, 
whether against homosexuals or 
heterosexuals. Here I restate what the 
United States Bishops wrote in a pastoral 
letter on moral values, To Teach in Christ 
Jesus: “Some persons find themselves 
through no fault of their own to have a 
homosexual orientation. Homosexuals, like 
everyone else, should not suffer from 
prejudice against their basic human rights. 
They have a right to respect, friendship and 
justice.” 


Practical Concern 


Having summarized the church’s teach- 
ing and position on homosexuality and dis- 
crimination, I would now point out a serious 
practical concern raised by the proposed 
“Human Rights Ordinance.” 

The Catholic Church is obliged to reflect 
in its hiring practices official Church teach- 
ing on the morality of sexual activity. The 
church has the right and the duty to establish 
certain standards of conduct for everyone 
employed by . The exception for religious 
organizations as proposed in the “Human 
Rights Ordinance” is not broad enough. All 
church employees, not just those “intimately 
and essentially involved in the religious rites 
of the organization,” are essential for to 
accomplish its objectives. 


Conclusion 


While stating the local church’s opposi- 
tion to the passage of the “Human Rights 
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Ordinance,” I must also state publicly our 
disapproval of any harassment of 
homosexuals by members of the 
heterosexual community. Such behavior is 
unconscionable. If it is taking place in San 
Diego, it must be stopped. However, we 
propose that this can be achieved only by a 
process of consciousness raising, leading 
heterosexuals to a proper respect for persons 
who happen to be homosexual in orientation. 
Here we need education and a change of 
heart, not new and ill-advised legislation. 
Finally, the Catholic Church’s opposition 
to the passage of this ordinance must not be 
seen as indifference to the serious difficulties 
experienced by people who are homosexual 
in orientation. Even though we take a firm 
stand on this issue and refuse to accept the 
moral legitimacy of the homosexual life- 
style, we urge proper respect for the civil 
rights of every resident of our city. We stand 
opposed to any and every form of harass- 
ment and unjust discrimination directed 
against homosexuals and their employers.

THE PROPAGATION OF THE FAITH 
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.« South African diocese seeks end of apartheid

The Catholic Church in the Diocese of 
Tzaneen, South Africa, is working to peace- 
fully tear down the walls of apartheid which 
imprison its 34,000 black members, while 
affirming their dignity and serving their 
spiritual, educational and material needs, 
according to the ordinary of the diocese. 

This affirmation and service, found 
throughout Africa, plays a major role in the 
Catholic Church’s faster growth there than 
in any other continent, said Bishop Hugh 
Slattery of Tzaneen, a missionary of. the 
Sacred Heart from Ireland. 

He recently celebrated Mass at Blessed 
Sacrament Church, San Diego, which con- 
tributes to his ministry. (All parishioners of 
the diocese will have the opportunity to sup- 
port the mission work of the church on Mis- 
sion Sunday, Oct. 22.) 

Since 1956, South Africa’s Catholic 
bishops have “declared apartheid intrinsi- 
cally evil.” This system of “legalized racial 
segregation ... affects all non-whites” — In- 
dians and people of mixed races as well as 
the 28 million blacks who comprise a 
majority of the nation’s population, Bishop 
Slattery told Southem Cross. 

In May the Catholic Church in South 


Africa organized a movement, “Standing for , 


the Truth,” to bring about “peaceful (politi- 
cal) change through non-violent action,” 
Bishop Slattery said. In this movement the 
church sponsors prayer sessions, provides 
“pastoral care for victims of apartheid” and 
Stages “symbolic acts of protest,” such as 
marches and demonstrations. 

The church both organizes and supports 
civil rights movements, he added. 

With apartheid, which keeps political 
power in the hands of whites, “there is a 
level of violence all the time,” he continued, 
referring to police brutality against non- 
white protesters. 

South Africa’s 30 Catholic bishops send 
delegations to meet government officials 
and explain “the immorality of the system 
and the sufferings” it brings to non-whites, 
the bishop added. “As achurch we have tried 
to mediate between groups of various black 
and white organizations.” 

These bishops have also developed a pas- 
toral plan to involve the laity in “building up 
a more just society,” he continued. The 
plan’s motto is “Community Serving 
Humanity.” 

The project evolved from consulting 
Catholics throughout the country on “what 
the church means to them, their expectations 
from the church and how they can be more

involved in its life and mission,” the bishop 
said. 

The pastoral plan “will culminate in a 
document explaining the vision of the 
church and strategies for implementing that 
vision,” he added. 

The plan attacks discrimination, includ- 
ing the “racial barriers erected by a political 
policy that has fed on people’s racial 
prejudices,” according to the National 
Catholic Reporter (June 2, 1989). 

Bishop Slattery works with the South 
African Council of Churches, an ecumenical 
group which includes Anglican Archbishop 
Desmond Tutu of Capetown, and with the 
Rev. Alan Boesak, a member of the African 
Reformed Church. \ 

“T feel thwarted but challenged to build up: 
the kingdom and values of justice, love and 
peace,” Bishop Slattery said. 


The Tzaneen diocese recently opened a 
Catholic coeducational high school for some 
600 blacks; however, “the aim is to attract 
whites,” the bishop said. 

The school can be racially integrated be- 
cause it is located in a homeland where 
different tribes live and where the local 
goverment has some control over educa- 
tion, health and agriculture, Bishop Slattery 
said. 

Non-whites receive less education than 
whites, he said. The majority of blacks at- 
tend elementary school for only a few years 
because they are too poor to buy clothing for 
school. Less than 5 percent of blacks 
graduate from segregated high schools 
which receive fewer government funds than 
their counterparts for white students, the 
bishop said. 

Blacks comprise 95 percent of the

provide for the missionary and pastoral work 
of the local churches of Asia, Africa, parts of 
Latin American and the Pacific islands. 

Forty percent is for missionary work in 
needy areas of the United States through the 
American Board of Catholic Missions, and 
nine percent is for the works of the church in 
the Middle East through the Catholic Near 
East Welfare Association. 

The Society for the Propagation of the 
Faith grants aid to those local churches for 
the maintenance and support of seminarians, 
for the formation of the laity, for the con- 
struction of churches, schools, hospitals and 
social works, for medical and transportation 


needs, and when needed, for disaster and 
emergency aid. 

On Sept. 28 the society announced it had 
given a grant of $100,000 to the Diocese of 
St. Thomas in the Virgin Island to assist in 
the repairs and reconstruction of church 
facilities on the islands of St. Thomas, St. 
John’s and St. Croix damaged or destroyed 
by Hurricane Hugo. 

Msgr. Anthony Chylewski, director of the 
diocesan missions office and the diocesan 
director of the society, points out that the 
Propagation for the Faith and the Holy 
Childhood Association, a children-to- 
children mission aid society, both in the 
United States, are two of the four pontifical

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mission aid organizations in the world. 

He spends most of his weekends preach- 
ing on the mission work of the church in 
parishes throughout the diocese. 

St. Joseph of Carondelet Sisters Mary 
Ellen Kowalski, HCA youth program direc- 
tor, and Kathleen Corbett, media coor- 
dinator for mission education, are frequent 
visitors to the Catholics schools and 
religious education classes in the diocese. 

Catholics of the San Diego diocese have a 
history of making significant annual con- 
tributions to the Propagation of the Faith, $1 
million or more with approximately one- 
third coming from the World Mission Sun- 
day collection.

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Catholics in the Diocese of Tzaneen. They 
are served by 20 priests, 30 sisters and five 
Christian brothers, most of whom are mis- 
sionaries. Between 10 and 12 men are or- 
dained to the priesthood annually in South 
Africa’s national seminary, Bishop Slattery 
explained. 

Priests can celebrate Mass only once a 
month in the diocese’s 40 churches and 220 
communities where worshipers gather out- 
doors and in homes and schools. Deacons, 
nuns and catechists conduct prayer services 
on the remaining Sundays for congregations 
ranging from 30 to 600 members, he said. 


Religious orders provide meals and 
operate clinics for the poor who struggle to 
survive on “over-grazed, over-populated” 
remote areas where many blacks have been 
pushed, he explained. 

There is a great need for preventive 
medicine, hygiene, child-care and a proper 
diet, he said. 

Most of the blacks are poor. Many hus- 
bands work away from home in mines and 
factories, while their wives do domestic 
chores such as tending their gardens and 
carrying firewood and water to their one- 
room, thatch-roofed mud huts, the prelate 
related. 

“Financial contributions to the church are 
very small. Most Catholics can contribute 
only their labor in tasks such as building 
churches resembling barns or shacks, he 
said. 

Despite the poverty and oppression blacks 
suffer under apartheid, the missionary 
predicted a peaceful transition toward a 
more tolerant nation. 

“Many whites would like apartheid to 
change but fear black majority rule,” he said, 
noting increased racial integration in musi- 
cal and athletic events in urban areas. 

“There is an air of hope with the new 
white leadership that things will change,” 
Bishop Slattery said. 

After the National Party’s victory in last 
month’s parliamentary election, President 
F.W. de Klerk said the outcome was “a clear 
mandate” for his party’s plans for political 
reform. 

In June the National Party announced a 
five-year plan that pledged to end racial 
discrimination in the country, but did not 
specify that blacks could vote. 

Bishop Slattery said he doubted the white 
electorate would allow black suffrage. 

The National Party “says it wants rule by 
consensus’; it actually wants complete con- 
trol, he said in a telephone interview from 
Africa following the election. 

However, he agreed with the plan’s 
promise to negotiate details of the 
government’s structure with “recognized 
leaders of all groups committed to the pur- 
suit of peaceful solutions.” 

“The church would welcome ... any initia- 
tive that leads to genuine power-sharing,” 
the bishop said. The church “will be a strong 
moral voice in encouraging all people to 
search together for a system of government 
based on human rights.”

Actor knows ups and ‘downs’

LOS ANGELES — Novice actor 
Christopher Burke has ‘‘Up’s 
Syndrome,’’ not ‘‘Down’s’’ he said with 
a smile. It’s ‘‘Up’s’’ because ‘‘people 
with Down’s syndrome _ have 
freedom....We can do anything.”’ 

Burke, who plays a teen-ager with 
Down’s syndrome in the new television 
series ‘Life Goes On,’’ spoke about his 
disability in an interview in Los Angeles 
with Catholic News Service. 

The 24-year-old former elevator 
operator described preparation for his 
role as 18-year-old Corky, a youth coping 
with the genetic disorder marked by 
physical and mental impairment. 

The family drama _ series appears 
Sundays at 7 p.m. Eastern time on ABC. 

Burke, who recently joined the Screen 
Actors Guild, said he has two goals — to 
act and to help the handicapped. 

He got into acting through school plays 
and talent shows while a student at the 
Kennedy Child Study Center in New 
York, the Cardinal Cushing Training 
Center in Hanover, Mass., and the Don 
Guanella School in Springfield, Pa., all 


programs for special education students. 

Burke didn’t attend a typical school 
himself until he did the pilot for ‘‘Life 
Goes On’’ in which Corky is being 
mainstreamed after years in_ special 
education classes. 

“‘T never been in a regular high school 
in real life,’’ Burke said. 

In the pilot Corky had to recite part of 
Edgar Allan Poe’s ‘‘The Raven.’’ That 
taught Burke what for him is the hardest 
part of acting — ‘‘to remember your 
lines.”’ 

To get the part down, he carried the 
lines on index cards in his back pocket 
and went over and over them while 
running an elevator at his job with the 
New York Board of Education. 

Now he has an acting coach on the set 
and, for added assistance, his father helps 
out. 

Burke moved to California recently 
and got into the Hollywood scene quickly. 
He has his own agent, his own trailer on 
the set and finds people recognizing him 
on the street from pre-program publicity. 

Burke sees himself as a catalyst for 
others with the disability that occurs once 
in about every 800 births. He_ takes 
inspiration from the NBC series ‘‘L.A. 


Law.”’ 

“T love Larry Drake,’’ he said. On the 
show, Drake, who is not handicapped, 
plays Benny, an office boy with mental 
retardation. 


Michael Braverman, creator and 
executive producer of ‘‘Life Goes On,’’ 
said at a news conference in Los Angeles 
that only small accommodations have 
been made for Burke’s disability, chiefly 
giving him the acting coach. 


Burke’s father, retired New York 
police inspector Francis D. Burke, told 
CNS that the director, Ron Rubin, also 
“‘keeps the phraseology kind of short.’’ 
The elder Burke will live with his son on 
the West Coast during the filming, while 
his wife stays in New York at her job. 


On the series, Burke’s character won’t 
always meet with success, said 
Braverman. 


That’s real life, said the elder Burke. 
His son ‘‘has taken his knocks,’’ he said, 
recalling how years ago his wife would 
look from their apartment onto the 
playground and see mothers take their 
children and move away when their son 
went to play with them. 


Tracing prime-time Catholicism

LOS ANGELES — Several situation 
comedies set in a church milieu have been 
produced by Hollywood, but the longest- 
running church-related show in prime 
time was not a situation comedy. It was a 
talk show led by Bishop Fulton J. Sheen. 

Bishop Sheen was host and star of the 
ABC program ‘‘Life is Worth Living,’’ 
which aired in 1952-1957, and the sequel 
to it, ‘“The Bishop Sheen Program,”’ 
which appeared four years later and ran 
until 1968. 

His series made the prelate a legend in 
TV history. 

Bishop Sheen’s half-hour talk show 
featured his personal anecdotes and 
lessons in morality. He is particularly 
noted in TV history for one show in early 
1953 when he preached against 
communism and porclaimed that Soviet 
leader Josef Stalin ‘‘must one day meet 
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his judgment.’’ A few days later Stalin 
suffered a sudden stroke and was dead a 
week after that. 

In other prime-time programs, the next 
longest-running series with a theme of 
Catholicism was ‘‘The Flying Nun,’’ an 
ABC sit-com which aired in 1967-1970. It 
starred Sally Field as Sister Bertrille, a 
novice in a Puerto Rican convent who 
could fly. Her aerodynamic adventures 
provided the comedy — once a pelican 
fell in love with her — and a handsome 
playboy admired her from afar. 

“‘ridget Loves Bernie,’’ which aired 
in 1972-1973, was a CBS sit-comedy 
about Bernie, a struggling Jewish writer 
married to Bridget, a schoolteacher from 
a wealthy Irish Catholic family. It earned 
good ratings, but also had critics. The 
protesters, particularly Jewish groups, 
opposed the interfaith marriage portrayed 
in the series. 

Other attempts at church-related 
situation comedies have barely stayed on 


the screen a season. 

“*The Cavanaughs’’ was a CBS sit-com 
during the 1987-1988 season about three 
generations of an Irish-Catholic family 
headed by actor Barnard Hughes. The 
program still appears occasionally on 
CBS but had only one real season. 

““Have Faith’? was a 1989 ABC six- 
week trial series about four priests in a 
Chicago rectory. It was not renewed for 
the 1989-1990 season because of low 
ratings, said a network official. 

“Father Dowling Mysteries,’’ a 1989 
NBC show about a priest and nun (Tom 
Bosley and Tracy Nelson) who formed a 
detective team, was dropped by the 
network because its audience skewed 
toward older viewers when NBC was 
seeking a more youthful audience, said 
Brandon Tartikoff, NBC Entertainment 
president. The progrqam, however, was 
picked up by ABC as a possible mid- 
season replacement for the coming 
season.

WASHINGTON — The U.S. bishops’ 
proposed statement on the Middle East deals 
in greater depth with the issue of Palestinian 
rights than the hierarchy’s previous docu- 
ments on the region 

Nearly half of the statement’s 41 pages are 
devoted to a discussion of a Palestinian 
homeland and closely related issues 

In their last statement on the Middle East, 
in 1978, the bishops devoted less than a 
paragraph to specific mention of a homeland 
and other Palestinian demands. 

In that document, they called for a “com- 
prehensive political solution” of the Middle 
East’s conflicts, which would involve “the 
rights of the Palestinian Arabs to participate 
in negotiations affecting their destiny, and to 
a homeland of their own.” 

A 1973 statement gave the issue about as 
much space and took essentially the same 
stand. It said the rights of the ‘Palestinian 
Arabs ... involves, in our view, inclusion of 
them as partners in any negotiations, accep- 
tance of their right to a state” and compen- 
sation for past losses resulting from the 1948 
plan which created Israel. 

Both of the earlier statements were less 
than half the length of the current paper. 

The draft document released Oct. 11, 
which is to be voted on by the bishops at 
their general meeting in November, also 
calls for participation by Palestinians as 


Pope urges aid 
for refugees in 
early message

WASHINGTON — Pope Jobr Peul il 
urged “a careful ve-examination of con- 
science with regard to our attitude toward 
exiles and refugees” in an unusually early 
message for Lent of 1990. 

“Concem for refugees must lead us to 
reaffirm and highlight universally recog- 
nized human rights,” the pope wrote, “and to 
ask that the effective recognition of these 
rights be guaranteed to refugees.” 

The message, dated Sept. 8, was released 
Sept. 28 by the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops in Washington. 

“The enormous and increasing flow of 
refugees is a painful reality which no longer 
touches only certain regions of the world, but 
extends to every continent,” Pope John Paul 
wrote.

No offense at the Jewish people was in- 
tended by the establishment of the Carmelite 
monastery at Auschwitz. No intention to rob 
the Jewish people of the Holocaust was ever 
conceived. However, the establishment of 
that monastery is a Catholic witness to the 
good which must overcome evil, the atone- 
ment for sin of which we all stand in need, 
and the witness that we, as members of the 
human race, can never stand idle and allow 
such atrocities to occur again. 

Finally, dear friends, please do not let the 
events in Poland sour the relations between 
our two communities so strenuously 
developed over the years. When we dis- 
agree, we must agree to disagree amicably. 
When either of us is wrong, and in this case 
both sides have been wrong on occasion, we 
must be mature enough to apologize. 
Neither of us can stand in this issue without 
admitting we have made mistakes and have 
been insensitive to the needs of the other. 

Let peace and understanding reign among 
us. Let us be open and sensitive to one 
another’s needs, even though we might not 
always understand each other. And let us 
treat one another with the mutual respect 
which we, ourselves, expect. Until these 
things happen we will never be able to say 
with conviction “Never again!” to the hor- 
rors inflicted by the era of the Holocaust.
